Taft Changes Pease 
Resolution For War 


Christianity as well as democracy 
apres’ a debt td former President 
William H, Taft for his fine champ- 
ioning of their joint cause at the gen- 
eral conference of Unitarian and other 
Christain churches last week at Mon- 
trealy Mr. Taft stepped adroitly in 
the path of a pacifist resolution and 
turried most of the .800 delegates 
resolitely toward war to a finish 
against Kaiserigsm. 

The Unitarians,, like the other de 
nominations ,have been rent with dis- 

’ cord over the world war, and fumear- 
ous peace fanatics in their fold have 
been doing unconscious service for 
Germany. They seized the big op- 
portinity of the annual conference of 
their church to get ready a creed of 
cowardice and compromise for the en- 
Wersement of thefaithful. Before 
they could launch this traitorous dac- 
‘ument, the most distinguished Uni- 
tarian present, Hon. William H. Taft. 
delivered the convention’s opening ad- 
dress, and effectually spiked the guns 
of the pacifist forces, turning a min- 
ority for inflexible warfare into a 
cheering, enthuiastic majority, 

* Mre Taft accomplished this without 
rhetorical flourishes for blasts of 
pseudo eloquence.- He told the cold- 
blooded and bloody facts of the Euro- 
pean, sisuation and described the ef- 
forts of the criminal German junkers 
to conquer and subdué © Belgium, 
France and Britain. He pointed out 
that, after three years, although Ger- 
many’s original plans have been de- 
feated, the war has not. been won for 
the Allies. The Hun, he said, holds 
Belgium, part of France, Servia and 
Roumania, Poland and the Baltic pro- 
vinces. of Russia: 

“Peace now,” said Mr. Taft, “ever 
if made on the status quo basis, would. 
be a failure for the allies. Aria- 

wos would continue for the next 

r, and: this war would: have been 
fought in vain; He who proposes 
peace now, therefore, either does not 
see the stake for which the allies are 
fighting, or wishes German autocracy 
to control the destines of all of us as 
to peace or war.” 

The former presiden told his co- 
religionists that ‘they must range 
themselves against “peace at this 
juncture—whether made in Socialistic 
councils, or by Pope Benedict,” if they 
really desired the world made safe for 
democracy. 

In Mr. Taft’s large and intecllectual 
audience were many clever orators and 
writers whose attitude in this world 
crisis ahs consistently helped the Hun, 
Men like the Rev. John Haynes 
Holmes of New York, a preacher of 
wide influence, who opposed the war, 
and the President’s stand, and the 
draft, and the united defence of this 
country, found themselves suddenly

Class One Age 


Limit Explained) 


To clear up confusion with regard 
to the age limits of class 1, which is 
to be called out. by proclamation for 
service under the Military Service Act 
on October 13, he following ennounce- 
ment is made by the militia service 
council: 

“Pur convenience, Class 1 is fre- 
quently spédken of as ‘comprising un- 
married men and widowers, without 
children, between the ages of 20 and 
\'34, It is to be noted, however, that 
funder the provisions of the statute the 
method of fixing these two limits is 
different. As far as concerns the age 
20, the date of the proclamation,gov- 
erns. Any man, who on that date, has 
reached the age of 20 years, is within 
the class; with the regard to the limit 
of 34 years, however, this is fixed by 
reference to January ist, 1917. Any 
man who had not reached the age of 
84 before that adte is within the 
class. It is to bé noted also that, for 
the purpose of the act, any man mar- 
ried after July 6, 1917, is to be deem- 
ed to be married.”
